By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—A libel 
suit asking $1,000,000 damages was 
filed here today by Edward B. Mc- 
Lean, publisher of the Washington 
lost, against the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, which recently published an 
article purporting to describe the 
circumstances of a social breach 
between McLean and the Prince de 
Ligne, the Belgian Ambassador.

City Counselor Muench, who is 
the city administration’s authority 
on franchise matters, admitted ‘n 
an interview with the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday that the ‘‘termin- 
able permit’ bill now before the 
segislature would not give the city 
authorities any power they do not 
now possess, except to allow thein 
/ to contract with the street railway 
company for an_ indeterminate 
period, whereas the charter now 
limits such a contract to 50 years; 
and that the company would make 
a real gain through the passage 
of the bill in having the franchise- 
granting authority taken away 
from the city and vested in the 
State Public Service Commission. 

This advantage would be similar 
to the gain all the utilities made 
some years ago when rate regula- 
tion was taken away from the city 
and given to the commission, ex- 
cept that the consent of the city 
would be required for a permit 
under the proposed law. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Muench favors 
the passage of the bill on the 
theory that the company could fi- 
nance itself more advantageously 
under a “‘terminable permit” than 
a fixed term franchise, and that 
better service should therefore re- 
sult. He said the city now had 
authority to do for itself every- 
thing that the permit bill would 
authorize the State Public Serv- 
ice Comunission to do, except ex- 
ceed the 50-year limit fixed in the 
charter. 

The city could 
“terminable permit’ identical in 
all provisions with any the com- 
mission could issue with that sin- 
gle exception of violating the char- 
ter. 

Thus the Legislature, if it passes 
the bill. will in effect amend the 
city’s charter to the extent of ex- 
empting the street car conipany 
and other common carriers from 
the 50-year restriction and leave 
it in effect as to all other utilities. 
Wouldn’t Enlarge City’s Powers, 

In the interview with Mr. 
Muench a Post-Dispatch reporter 
asked him what if any enlarge- 
ment of its contract powers with 
the street car company the city 
would gain under the terminable 
permit measure which specifically 
provides that as’a condition to its 
consent to the issuance of a permit 
the city could require the company 
to enter into a contract as to di- 
vision of its income, basic price ai 
which the city might purchase the 
property, and other matters. Mr. 
| Muench replied substantially as 
follows: 

The city can do all those things 
now in granting a new franchise. 
It can put into che contract all the 
terms and provisions that could be 
put in under the terminable per- 
mit. It could even make the fran- 
chise terminable as is contemplat- 
ed under the proposed measure, 
but its maximum life would have to 
be limited to 50 years, in accord- 
ance with the city charter. The city 
did these things in writing the 
“service at cost” franchise which 
was under consideration about two 
years ago. 

“Psychological Advantage.” 

Mr. Muench then was asked 
what, if any, advantages the city 
might gain from the’ terminable 
permit form of franchise, and, in 
substance, he said: . 

Tiere would 
advantage in having the 
power in a State body that is sup- 
posed to have a broader and more 
unbiased view of all conditions and 
the rights of both city and com- 
pany than a purely local body 
might have» Then the operating 
efficiency of the company should 
be improved on account of its more 
secure financial situation. Invest- 
ment bankers look 
upon the securities of 
operating under terminable 
mits. The company could 
finance its improvements and 
tensions. which should be reflected 
fn better service. 

What the Car Company Gains, 

When asked what the street car 
company might gain from the ter- 
minable permit, Mr. Muench cited 
the more favorable financing 
ditions and said that to able 
borrow money at lower rates would 
be ae distinct advantage to 
company. The greatest gain 
pected by the company, 
he said would be in having 
franchising authority 
from local political influences and 
vested in a State body that is sup- 
posed to view such matters in the 
light of more expert knowledge 
and impartiality. The compeny 
would gain the same thing -in 
franchising authority it now 
in rate regulation, except the con- 
sent of the city’s legislative body 
would be required for issuance of 
a permit.

SENT BY RADIO 
ACROSS COUNTRY 


Capt. Ranger Describes Five- 
Prism Device to Engineers’ 
Institute.

WASHINGTON, 
provements in picture trans- 
mission now have reached the 
point where a picture in colors has 
been transmitted by radio across 
the continent. Capt. R. H. Ranger 
of the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica described his latest form of 
photo-radio transmitter and re- 
ceiver, with whith -this can be 
done, to the Institute of - Radio 
Engineers, meeting here. 

The transmitter makes use of 
the varying reflection from a pic- 
ture, wrapped around aéerevolv- 
ing drum, to a Photoelectric cell. 
In his newest transmitter, Capt. 
Ranger uses five prisms. which 
split the light into five parts, each 
of which goes to its respective cell. 

The receiver records on waxed 
paper, instead of photographic pa- 
per, as in other methods. The 
incoming signal regulates a jet of 
hot air, which is squirted at the 
paper as it moves in step with the 
Original picture. The wax is wa- 
terproof, but the hot air melts 
it in spots. These spots are no 
longer waterproof, and when a 
dye is applied the color is ab- 
sorbed where the hot air struck. 
Dyes of any color may be used and 
by sending three separate Pic- 
tures, of the red, blue and green 
of the original, each may be print- 
ed in the proper color. In the 
finished picture, all are combined 
to produce a color print.

“I met Buseh in Cleveland in 
July, 1925,” Bond testified, ‘‘and 
Busch said an amendment to the 


14 per cent trust fund was pro- 
posed, and that it was planned to 
transfer the trusteeship to a 
Cleveland bank. I agreed to join 
him and make an effort to see thit 
proper securities were invested in 
the fund. We saw CGriebel, Harris, 
Green and Sloan. 

“We won Sloan over to our view, 
and in a conference with the vice 
president of the bank, Sloan ap- 
proved the plan to deposit bonds 
rated AA in the fund. Greene 
favored substituting his own sys- 
tem, which would make the fund 
carry itself, but Sloan, Busch and 
I objected. 

“We spoke to Austin Hauxhurst. 
after Sloan’s death, and Hauxhurst. 
representing the estate, said that 
it was liable for the debts of the 
trust and was worth at least $750.- 
000. I sold bonds after the July 
conference, relying on the state- 
ments of Hauxhurst, Harris and 


Greene.”’ 
Heard Assets Were $250,000. 
W. H. Stout, Baltimore stock 


dealer, testified that he sold $7000 
or $8000 of bonds after the July 
conference. He suid he was told 
by Greene that the liquid assets of 
the Security Guaranteed Co., exciu- 
sive of the 14 per cent fuaranty 
trust fund, were approximately 
250,000. Harris said that in his 
opinion the money due the build- 
ing projects from the Sloan estate 
could be secured and all of the 
projects completed, Stout testified.

Greene said he insisted to Sloan 
that the missing part of the money 
be replaced. 

Sloan agreed, Greene testified, 
that he would raise $500,000 and 


put it into the projects. Shortly 
before his death, Sloan had raised

said, and that was turned over to 
the companies and paid out for 
iease and ground renta! purposes. 

Greene’s testimony as to Busch 
was to the effect that Busch did 
not know of the condition of af- 
fairs until the meeting held June 
29, 1925. by representatives of the 
bondholders and of the  Sioan 
estate.

Representatives of Faculty | 
and Trustees to Ask Dele- 
gates to Do Away With 
Outside Control.

Dean Earl C. Callaway and the 
Rev, Minor Stevens—was Miss 
Edith M. Rebman, secretary of the 
university board and also of the 
Bible Union. 

Four others Ieft the campus last 
night for their homes. They were 
m. Knechtel, Morris Rose, J. F. 
Dempster and Frank Smith, Cana- 
dian students. Police accompanied 
them to the station to prevent a 
recurrence of a Sunday night deim- 
onstration which was the culmina- 
tion of resentment which one fac- 
tion of the student body harbored 
because of a belief that an effort 
was being made to “Canadianize” 
the school. liose and Dempster 
were set upon by a group of stu. 
dents Sunday night in front of a 
minister's home where they had 
been given refuge. 

Dr. Harry C. Wayman, 
president, although listed to speak 
before the Buffalo convention, de- 
cided to stay here to keep the unl- 
versity in operation. To leave, he 
thought, might be in contempt ofa 
court injunction obtained yesterday 
by students under which the school 
is ordered to continue its classes, 
despite an edict by the board of 
trustees closing the institution in- 
definitely. 

Outside Contrel Opposed. 

The four Canadian students, who 
returned home, expressed’ their 
support of the policies of Dr. T. T. 
Shields, chairman of the univer- 
sity board and president of the 
Bible Union, who left Des Moines 
under police guard following the 
student outbreak ‘Saturday night. 
They said they might return to 
school ‘‘when the trustees officlal- 
ly reopen it.” 

Dean Callaway indicated that the 
principal point of attack he and 
the Rev. Mr. Stevens would make 
to the Bible Union would be against 
continued contro) of school admin- 
istration by Dr. Shields and Miss 
Rebman. He said the deans were 
willing to sign the trustees’ reso- 
lution, adopted Saturday, clearing 
Dr. Shields and Miss Rebman of 
charges of indiscretions, but that 
they had been given no opportuni- 
ty to do so. 

“The faculty was satisfied on 
that point,” he said. “Now we are 
going to insist on a hearing of the 
other matters regarding Dr, 
Shields’ and Miss Rebman’s fnter- 
ference in faculty affairs.” 

Curtailment of student social 
privileges also would be gone into, 
Stevens said. 

There was a minor demonstra- 
tion against Miss Rebman when 
she entrained last nizht. A small 
group of undergraduates sang a 
song ending “‘Rah, Rah, George 
Washington,” the song which was 
said to have provoked feeling be- 
tween Canadian and American 
students. 

The students also hissed as the 
ear in which Miss Rebman rode 
pulled past them. 

Board Head Attacks President. 

Miss Rebman was knocked down 
by @ taxicab as she left her hotel 
and slightly injured. 

One of Miss Rebman's Inst pub- 
li¢ gtatements here was a denial 
that she was anti-American or that 
she had interfered with the rais- 
ing on the campus of the Ameri- 
can flag. 

“There isn't a bit of truth tn the 
report,” she said. “I am a Ca- 
nadian citizen, but In my five years 
of residence in the United States 
IT defy any person to cite any in- 
stance wherein I have been Als- 
loyal to the Stars and Stripes.” 

Dean Callaway said before his 
departure that he would attempt 
to present to the Bible Union con- 
vention charges that Miss Rebman 

ned an espionage system to 
check on professors’ classroom ac- 
tions. He said allegations of a 
pro-Canadian attitude on the part 
of Miss Rebman, a few faculty 
members and some students also 
would be advanced. 

Dr. Wayman declined to com- 
Wapt on charges made yesterday 
ig Toronto by Dr. Shields that the 
outbreak at the school was “to 
divert attention from an investi- 
gation into Dr. Wayman's de- 
grees.” | 

“I will ignore any attacks made 
upon me by Dr. Shields,” the uni- 
versity president said.

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SENATE PASSES FARM BILL 
WITH THE DEBENTURE PLAN 


WASHINGTON. May 14.-—The 
farm relief bill containing the dis- 
puted. export. debenture-pian was 
passed today by the Senate by a 
vote of 54 to 33. 

The measure now will be sent 
over to the House, where a ques- 
tion about receiving it has been 
raised, inasmuch as it is contended 
by leaders there that the- Senate 
can not constitutionally initiate 
the debenture proposal, 

‘the . Sermate farm ~dill,. except - fors 
the debenture section, is similar to 
a farm measure passed previously 
by. the House. Should the House 
refuse to accept the Menate biil it 
will be returned to the Senate and 
a lengthy debate over constitution- 
al rights is expected. In that 
event, the outcome of farm legis- 
lation would depend largely on the 
Senate’s willingness to reverse it- 
self on the debenture plan. 

What Bill Provides. 

The principal features of the 
Senate bill are the provisions for 
« Federal farm board with autheor- 
ity to create stabilization corpora- 
tions fer the princ#pal commodities 
to bring about orderly marketing 
of surplus crops. 

The farm board would consist of 
i2 members, appointed by the 
President at a salary of $12,000 a 
year. The President would desig- 
nate the chairmen. 

Advisory commodity counctis 
would be created to advise grow- 
evs on the best production and 


marketing ‘methods and to suggest | 


the need fer stabilization.

forgotten the circumstances which | 
led up to the infraction of the rule | 
for which he has to be punished. 

Punishing the child the moment 
he performs his disobedience will 
much more cicarily fix in his mind 
the fact that, for instance, if he 
pulls the tablecloth and breaks his 
mother’s dishes, he will surely suf- 
fer pain. 

There is a school of thought that 
believes all children are bound to 
be wicked and can be expected to 
do wrong all day long. Therefore, 
punish them every day on general 
principles. A child punished regu- 
lariy for everything can never dis- 
tinguish right from wrong and will 
become stubbornly philosophical 
about the pain tmcurred in this 
promiscuous fashion. He will take 
punishment as one might take med- 
icine, readily forgetting it. The 
silliness of this sort of doctrine is 
‘too obvious to discuss further. | 

There are those, too, who believe 
that a child should never be pun- 
ished for anything because he can- 
not distinguish right from wrong. 
They believe that punishment 
makes for pain, resentment, es- 
trangement and lack of under- 
standing between the child and his 
parent. 

Certainly a baby under a year 
old should never be severely pun- 
ished. There is no doubt that he 
is not yet able to understand what 
it is that he has done that has 
brought him to pain and grief. 

And it is certainly true that 
most punishments can be avoided 
by thoughtful parents who train 
the child carefully from the begin- 
ning. For instance, an obvious €x- 
ample is this: Why should you 
strike a 14-months-old baby for 
soiling his diapers when you are to 
‘blame for not establishing him 
‘early in the habit of cleanliness? 
| £@lso. there is no excuse for 
‘spanking or even slapping a baby 
| because he happens t6 pick up a 
| gieaming bow! of precious glass in- 

' stead of the flat, unbreakable and 
‘unattractive box that lies beside it. 
If he cries because you take away 
ithe thing that has attracted him, 
| you should substitute something 
‘else to interest him at once. He 
| cries, not because he is mean, but 
| because his mind was all agiow 
'with the glitter of the glass, and 
you have taken the exciting thing 
away.

Also, although 
they looked upon my dancing and 
thought it very charming, they 
hadn’t any of them the slightest 
understanding of what I was do- 
ing. and, on the whole, our visit 
to Newport left an impression of 
disappointment. These people 
seemed too enwrapped in snobbish- 
ness and the glory of being rich 
that they had no art sense what- 
ever. 

In these days they considered 
artists as inferior—a sort of upper 
servant. This feeling has changed 
very much since, eSpectally since 
Paderewski became the Premier of 
a republic. 

Just as the life in California did 
not satisfy me in any way, so I 
began to feel a strong wish to find 
some more congenial atmosphere 
than New York. And I drean.ed
